Plaintiffs counsel held that if 
the money was paid out of the 
city treasury, no matter from 
what source it came, the rights 
of taxpayers throughout the city 
were jeopardized. The court ob¬ 
served that if the money was 
taken from the county’s appropri¬ 
ation the taxpayers could not 
possibly suffer. That was the 
crux of the case, the court said, 
defense counsel at the outset of 
the hearing indicating that it 
would not seriously contend that 
the ordinance was valid.

Palms and Bamboos transplant 
well now if dug with ball of dirt 
around the roots. 

Chrysanthemums should be 
trimmed buck unless you have al¬ 
ready done so. After roses have 
bloomed, instead of just pulling 
off the faded flowers, the stem 
should be cut back at least half 
way, then new flower stems will 
form. Use powdered sulphur on 
the bushes now to prevent mll- 
cit w. 

Gladiolus will receive unusual 
at.ention this year because it is 
one of the flowers that will con¬ 
tinue blooming during the sum¬ 
mer period, while the Olympic 
games visitors are on the Pacific 
Coast. „ 

Depending somewhat on weath¬ 
er conditions most gladioli will 
bloom in from 90 to 120 days 
from time of planting. Bulbs

^ First Meeting Of Unem¬ 
ployed Learns More Ground 
Is Donated For City Garden

A meeting; of the city's unem¬ 
ployed in the Parish House of the 
Church of the Ascension on Mon¬ 
day night appointed a committee 
consisting of Jedney Davis, Wil¬ 
liam Barry and Max Tendler, to 
call upon H. J. Kohl, plaintiff In the 
suit to annual the unemployment 
relief paving ordinance and re¬ 
quest that the suit be with¬ 
drawn when the hearing sched¬ 
uled In the Superior Court for 
Tuesday morning was reached. 

The committee was appointed 
following a lengthy discussion of 
the unemployment situation in 
which members of the City Coun¬ 
cil and Business Manager Myers 
ann ounced that they could see no 
means of the city providing fur¬ 
ther employment for any con¬ 
siderable number of men if an 
injunction were granted or if the 
ordinance under which the work 
has been progressing was de¬ 
clared invalid. | 

"1 told the committee,” said 
Mr. Kohl, "that the matter was 
not up to me entirely— that 
others were interested in the 
proceeding and that, anyhow, it 
would be practically impossible 
to have the suit withdrawn in 
the short time intervening be¬ 
tween the commltee's call and 
the hearing fixed in court for 
the next morning." 

Chairman Humphries of the 
Red Cross relief committee an¬ 
nounced to the meeting that ad¬ 
ditional ground had been offered 
the committee for garden pur¬ 
poses, on which may be raised 
vegetables for the unemployed 
and needy who are willing to de¬ 
vote part of their time in helping 
to plant and cultivate the plot. 

Mr. Humphries also told of the 
distribution of tomato, cabbage 
and other plants raised on the 
present garden to children who 
are malntaing gardens of their 
own. "I am sure,” he said, “that 
there are more vegetable gardens 
and more vegetables are being 
raised than at any other time in 
the city’s history. 

A social evening for the city’s 
unemployed and their families 
has been arranged for the Parish 
House beginning at 7:30 next 
Monday night. A program is be¬ 
ing prepared by Dean Bode, to 
Include vocal and instrumental 

^ music and other entertainment.

"The ordinance 
under discussion was designed to 
prevent a waste of money on 
street Improvements. Only a 
part of the ordinance seems to 
be under dispute, and that is the 
right of a sixth class city to levy 
street assessments.” 

Mr. Myers declared the streets 
improved under provisions of the 
ordinance had been paved at a 
tremendous saving. Under pro¬ 
visions of any other street im¬ 
provement act the totals for le¬ 
gal fees alone would have been 
more than the streets have cost 
under provisions of the ordinance, 
he said. 

“We have tried to equalize the 
work,’ he stated, ’for the city would 
pay one-third, the property 
owners would be assessed for the 
other two thirds. The benefits, of 
course, would accrue to the 
property owner in better streets 
at less cost, to the unemployed, 
who were provided with Jobs, and 
the general appearance and well 
being of the whole city. The as¬ 
sessment could be met by the 
property owner in three ways, 
by working out the sum, by pay¬ 
ing It out immediately in cash, 
or In installments.” 

Can Reduce Taxes 

The city had available for im¬ 
provement projects when it en¬ 
tered upon the street improve¬ 
ment program, the sum of $30,- 
000, Mr. Myers declared. This, if 
met by a two-thirds assessment 
against property owners, would 
have represented $90,000 avail¬ 
able for street improvement and 
unemployment relief. 

With street Improvements done 
under provisions of the ordinance, 
Mr. Myers stated, no standard 
lot, with the exception of those 
on Central avenue, would have 
been assessed more than $7.50. 

Mr. Myers expressed himself as 
highly pleased at the large 
representation at the meeting, 
calling It the finest gathering he 
had ever seen in Sierra Madre 
"1 wish," he said, "that we could 
really get together in this town. I 
> don’t see why we can't”
